A dispatch received by the Government from Ad- 
miral Courbet gives the following account of the 
battle between the French and Chinese for poases- 
sion of the coal mines in Kelung: “January B, with 
1.800 men and four guns, we moved upon the 
enemy's works and carried several. The works 
captured, menaced our positions on the southeast. 
We stopped half a league from our works and 
600 metres from the strongly fortified plateau. As 
soon as our troops rested, we continued to advance. 
The enemy made a vigorous resistance. Their 
musketry fire was very effective. Our soldiers dis- 
played great dash. Two officers and seven mén 
were killed and fifty-three were wounded during 
the engagement.

ASSIGNMENT TAKES PREFERENCE. 


An Interesting Point in Commecrial Law 
Settied by a Circuit Judge. 

Judge Lubke delivered an opinion in the case of 
the Anheuser-Busch Brewing Association against 
the Bank of Commerce, garnishee of Hudson 
& Co. The Anheuser Company sued 
Hudson & Co. on a claim, and garnisheed $706 40 
placed to Hudson & Co.'s credit in the Bank of 
Commerce. The bank answered and said that T. 
IL. Stiles, of Tucson, Arizona, claimed the 
fund, as also P. H. Bunkman & Co. of 
Great Bend, Kansas. Bothof these parties were 
cited to appear by publication and interpiead.

Stiles claimed the fund under a gen- 
eral 8 made to him by Hudson & Co. in 
Arizona. Theaséignment antedated the garnish- 
ment suit and Judge Lubke held that, by the avs 
of Missouri, the «ssignment, even though foreign, 
was entitled to be recogni although it had been 
decided that in some States, Illinois, for 
instance, where a Missouri assignment was not 
recognized as affecting the rights of home creditors, 
the holding would be different.
